ABOUT PUE LG HT RATES. 
There is a good deal of int* rest man­ 
ifested in the railway le g isla tio n at Mad­ 
ison; and any information pertaining to 
the question of freights cannot fail to be 
metal to the general reader. Toe gen­ 
eral freight agt ut of the St. Paul railway 
wee asked in regard t > the comparative 
statement of Illinois and Wisconsin grain 
rates, and he said: 
The figures are correct, he said, as 
far as they go, but are incomplete and 
unfair, inasmuch as they show only one 
side cf the matter. 
Tne rates on grain 
for Wisconsin are in our terminal tariffs 
—that is, rates from points in the state to 
Milwauaee. It must not be lost sight of 
that it grain is brought to Milwaukee on 
this tariff, and the market is not favora­ 
ble, it is forwarded to Chicago without 
additional charge, whenever the rate to 
Milwaukee is the same as to Chicago, the 
effect being to give the producer the two 
markets without additional charge. Live 
stook is handled in the same way. 
Mr. Bird, the general freight agent 
makes the farther statement that— 
“The rate from Mil Waukee to all eastern 
seaboard points, is the same as from Chi­ 
cago, which is aj additional advantage, 
aud it should be remembered also, that 
the traffic? of Illinois is four times the 
volume of Wisconsin, while the cost of 
transportation, sh everybody knows, is 
less. It must be borne in mind that rates 
in the state of 
Illinois have been 
forced upon the roads against then pro­ 
test; there is not a looal road lo Illinois 
that is solvent, aud that as a result of the 
reasonable low rate, the through roads 
are only kept solvent by their inter­ 
state trafic. 
It sboold be remembered 
that rates from Missouri river poiuts to 
Milwaukee (a longer distance then to 
Chicago) are the same as to Chicago, and 
this extends to interior points, the Fox 
river district aud elsewhere.” 
This question of freights is an import­ 
ant one, and there have been 6 0 many 
recent adjustments favorable to the people 
that there dees not seem to be any reason 
to demand a radical change. This faot 
should be borne in mind that the inter­ 
est of railway companies is the interest 
cf the people.

There is a bill before the legislature to 
(bange the system of county govern­ 
ment. T ie bill proposes to cla sh y 
counties according to population into 
two divisions—these haying over 10.0G0 
inhabitants and those of a smaller popu­ 
lation. 
Tbe larger counties are to be 
under the control of a board of fiv<3 com­ 
missioners and the smaller counties un­ 
der three commissouers. T ie counties 
will be divided into distr ic p, Ire rn each 
of which one commissioner will be 
c h o s e n and. there will be two commis­ 
sioners at large from the counties of the 
first class and one commissioner at large 
from those of the second class. 
All the 
commissioners will be chosen by popu­ 
lar vote and their terms will be two aud 
four years, so as to have some experiet c 
ed members continually on the boast*. 
Tne main edv&ntege of the commission 
e*system, they say, is in placing cuuu'y 
affairs m charge of better men than are 
apt to be on tie lar^e boards. 
Tho framers of the bill say that “be­ 
like the advantage cf securing men mast 
fitted to the cilice, the business of tho 
c< tiLly would be dispatched more rapidly 
by a (mailer board. Again, in the item 
of txptnse it wou'd tffeot a saving of a 
large turn to the state.

number of a county board draws S3 per 
diem, whereas eyen by increasing the pay 
t i So there would only be about as much 
expense as under the present system. 
Tse board of commissioners system is in 
operation in Minnesota and Ohio aud 
h is been found to work wed in both 
itv te s .”

W hen he ran out of these little 
show billa he kept one, and advertised 
his performance by personally showing 
the bill to the people. 
In his travels he 
wore a swallow-tail coat, adorned with 
brass buttons, and he walked from place 
to pl see. 
He wonld atop the farmers 
and school teachers, make a few funny 
feces for them, and thus advertise h a 
show in the evening. 
He was hi-* own 
bill board, and did not have to give out 
any bill board Lasses. 
In a season be 
wonld make $150, which was all he 
wanted, is there was rbsoJ ately no chance 
for him to spend it. 
He called his show “The United States 
Valise Troupe,” as he o irriei everything 
in his valise, 
Ail ms expense was for 
ktroeene oil to light up when he showed. 
Li're Alf Burnett and Sol South Raseell, 
he made faces, using oriy his counte­ 
nance, a hat, and a handkerchief to rep­ 
resent various cl aractera. A tone place 
Dibolo gave his show in the blacksmith 
shop, He gave the blacksmith $30 for 
an old horse. 
While he was there he 
flirted with the blacksmith’s daughter, 
and the old man, fearful of results, threw 
in a two-wheel cart with the horse to get 
rid of his visitor. 
Thereafter the show­ 
man rode instead of walked, and he used 
the horse and ca*t all winter. 
Then 
Dibolo drifted into the circus business. 
He was eight years with Burr Robbins, 
and eight years W ith the Bells B roth­ 
ers. He exhibited the first pair of per­ 
forming hippotami ever i d a circus ring; 
He was with Van Amburg when that 
show made the celebrated tour by wagon 
from Amenia, New York, to New O - 
leans. 
This was the only time such a 
trip was ever attem pted. I t was in 1877. 
Diboll returned in 1878 w 'th the London 
Show, m u by Duekville and Parks. 
Toe painful limp cf Diboll is explained 
by the loss of his leg. which he sustained 
in Grundy Centre, Iowa, rn 1875, with 
M i'e8 OrtoD, the old circus man. 
He
